1. Purpose. To establish policy for the use of ORRVs aboard Marine Corps Base, Camp
Lejeune, North Carolina, 1n accordance with reference (a).

2. Cancellation. BO 11017.1A.

3. Background. The increcased popularity of ORRVs has created an increased demand for
their use in undeveloped and recreational areas of the base. As directed by reference
(a), this use must be strictly regulated to ensure preservation of natural resources,

public safety, and compatibility with the military training mission of the base.

4. Definitions. For purposes of this Order, the following definitions apply:

a. Off-Road Recreational Vehicle (ORRV). Any privately-owned, wheeled, motorized
vehicle designed with the specific capability of travel on nonpaved surfaces. For
purposes of this order, ORRVs wil: be characterized as follows:

(1) Registered ORRVs. Any ORRV that meets the base and state requirements for
operation on a paved road, and is in fact registered aboard the base in accordance

with reference (b). This definition usually refers to four-wheel drive trucks and
cars.

(2) Non-registered ORRVs., Those vehicles that cannot be registered for .use on
paved roads according to state regulations and reference (b). This definition gener-
ally includes the so-called "adventure vehicles," such as the three and four-wheel
"all terrain vehicles (ATVs)," dirt or trail bikes, dune buggies and go-carts.

(3) The term "ORRV" specifically excludes tactical miliary vehicles, emergency
and law enforcement vehicles, and other vehicles designated by the Commanding General
for official use.

b. Official Use. Use by an emplovee, agent or designated representative of the
Marine Corps or one of its contractors in. the course of emplovment. -

5. Policy. ORRV use aboard Camp Lejeune will be strictly limited to certain areas
and uses, to ensure the preservation of natural resources and public safety.

a. Non-registered ORRVs may only be operated in the designated ORRV areas
depicted in enclosure (1). They are prohibited from operating on any part of the
beach, all secondary roads and trails, and in the family housing areas. They will be
transported to and from the designated ORRV sites in a registered vehicle or trailer
towed bv a registered vehicle.

b. Registered ORRVs are permitted to operate in the following off-road areas
under the following conditions:
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(1) Fishermer may use registered ORRVs on nonpaved roads and tral.s ro reach
Streams, ponds, and the intraccastal waterwav for recreational f3shing.

(2) Hunters may use reqistered ORRYs to travel to the authorized hunting areas
designated by the Rase Game Warden.,

(3) Firewood gatherers who possess a valid wood collectinsn permit may use
h
registered ORRVs on access roads to designated firewood areas.

(4) Saltwater fishermen may operate registered ORRVs on the beach strand only
under the strict conditions dc¢lineated below.

c Use of Onslow Beach. The beach is a very fragile ecological system which 1s
heavily used by the Camp Lejeune community for both recreation and military training
it is, therefore, imperative to prntect the beach and associated dune system fronm
further deteriorartion so its existence will be preserved for future generaticns. To

this end, the followling policies are established:

(1) The arca north and northeast of the North Tower is ar 1mpact area and off-
limits to all personnel.

(2) The arca between the North Tower and Riseley Pier is used as both a
recrcation and training area. Privately-owned vehicles of any type are prohibited in
this area except on the road and in designated parking areas. FReference (c) estab-
lishes policies for recreational uses of the beach and reference (d) establishes
policy for use of tactical vehicles in this area.

(3) The area southwest from Riseley Pier to the New River Inlet is primarily a
training area, but saltwater fishing is permitted when no training is in progress.

(a)l Only registered four-wheel drive vehicles are permitted past Riseley
Poijer

(b) Fishermen are permitted to travel in registered four-wheel drive
vehicles on the beach strand between the water's edge and the seaward side of the
dunes, 1f necessary for access to fishingareas. Access points for the strand are at
Riseley Pier and the South Tower; vehlcles are not permitted. to cross over the dunes
At any other point. Enclosure (2) depicts these access points.

(¢) From June through October, travel on the strand 1 s restricted. tosthe
hours of davligh®t for the protection of nesting sea turtles, a threatened species.

(4) Vehicular traffic of any kind 1s prohibited from traversing the sand dunes
ad jacent to the beach. These dunes and the sparse vegetation growing on them are
essential to prevent erosion of the beach.

6 Safety Requirements. Respect for nature and the safety of others must be
considered foremost when operating ORRVs. To this end, the following regu.ations are
established for all ORRV oper.tions.

a All on or off-road type ORRVs must meet the safety requirements Hu-.ined in
reference (b) and be insured for liability i1n conformance with *he T.nimum standards
established by rhe State of North Carolina and reference (b).

b Except 1n the designated ORRV areas, vehicles will not be operated i1n a manner
that will cause damage or disturbance of the land, wildlife, or “egetative resources.

c ORRVs wi1ll not be operated in a careless, reckless or neglicent manner.
d The maximum speed limit on unpaved roads 1s 25 miles per hour, as established

by reference (b). However, a lower speed will b- maintained when reasonable and
orudent under existing conditions.
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e, Children will be troroughly instructed i1n the safe and proper operating proce-
dures before being allowed to operare an ORRV. Adult supervision is required for any

child under the age of 16 when operating an ORRV.

f. qabatteringads prohibited in_all areas aboard the base. This 1includes the ORRV
areas and the unimproved rhads and trails.

g. Common courtesies are expected between all ORRV users.

h. ORRVs will not be operated by anyone who is under the influence of alcohol or
drugs.

1. ORRVs will not be operated by anyone whose base driving privileges are under
suspension or revocation.

Tisihction

a. Assistant Chief of Staff, Training and Operations. The Training Facilities
Officer will provide daily range assignments and maneuver areas to the Game Warden.

b. Assistant Chief of Staff, Facilities

(1) The Base Maintcnance Officer will maintain the designated ORRV sites.

(2) The Director, Jatural Resources and Environmental Affairs will monitor the
ORRV sites to determine 1f cxcessive environmental damage to terrain, wildlife, or
vegetation 1s occurring.

€. Base Provost Marshal will enforce all aspects of this Order through the Game
Warden and Military Police.

d. Assistant Chief of Staff, Morale, Welfare and Recreation

(1) The Base Special Services Officer has overall responsibility for the ORRV
sltes as recreation areas. This responsibility includes selection of sites, proper
marking, police, and requesting maintenance when required.

(2) Durinq the beach season, the Special Services Officer will assist in the
enforcement of this Order by reporting violations in the beach area to the Provost
Marshal.

e. Base Inspector will process violations of this Order in an appropriate manner.
8. Concurrence. This Order has been coordinated and concurred in by the Commanding

Generals, IT Marine Amphibious Force, FMF; 2d Marine Division, FMF:; 2d Force Service
Support Group (Rein), FMF; 6th Marine. Amphibious Brigade, FMF: and the Commanding
Officers, Naval Hospital, and the Naval Dental Clipic.
